García Island, in the mouth of the 
Uruguay river. 
Another ex-president 
implicated 
in the plot, Marcelo T. De Alvear, 
and other prominent leaders prob­

to Europe.

Vienticingo De Mayo, now in the 
outer harbor and scheduled to start 
on a cruise. 
The government said ex-Presldent 
Yrigoyen was offered the choice of 
being exiled to Europe but preferred 
to return to the farm house on the 
little island.

Food authorities recommend a hot 
lunch for the school child. M any 
m odem schools provide a super- 
vised lunchroom.

a carefully planned luncheon, hot, 
nourishing and attractive. 
Include “Protective Foods” 
For lunch the m other should plan 
a Simple, yet nourishing meal, ccn- j 
ta n in g a hot dish. 
Even though; 
the luncheon period is limited, trie j 
child should be given th is hot dish, 
wi’n a glass of m.lk and buttered 
bread. 
If time perm its, fruit and 
rookies, fruit and gelatine, tap io c a; 
w ith dates, or some other equally] 
nutritive dessert should top off the j 
nv al. 
The school child needs foods th at 
Will help h m to grow It is impor-1 
tan t th a t “protective foods", such 
as m.lk. fruit, vegetables and eggs, 
are always included in the da:ly 
diet.
